The declsion
of the court implles that she will not
doit. But where Is the dividing line?
The nun's habit stands for & so-called
religlon, and it would be no more dim-
cult to follow the lading shudows of
twilight and designate them from the
night as w0 sepurate the solemn garb of
the nun from the dogmas of her church.

This devision cannot long remain the
lnw of Pennsylvania, becauso it is con-
trary to the foundation princlples of
our republic. The Roman Catholles
have sought by varlous deviees to get
an entering woedge into our school sys-
tom, wherehy they can elther destroy
it or subvert It to the uses of thelr
church.

TWO STATEMENTS,

We lind no small amount of pleasure
i belng ablo to give to our remders the
following editorial from the St, Louls
Church Progress, & Roman Catholle
weekly:

“The Continental League is dismayed
at the manner In which we treated the
report of their scoret committee In our
Inst isswe.  If the gentlemen composing
the organization will consider, they
will see the Impossibility of our scting
otherwise. When the league was tirst
orginlzed, its purpose was, by working
in secret, W discover the members and
movements of the American Protective
Assoclation. For a time all went well.
Leaguers were obtaining admission to
nearly every A. P. A. lodge meeting.
Belng unsuspected, thelr work of dis-
covery was successfuily prosecuted for
a time. Then to put the matter in the
mildest form possible, we will say that
a sudden desire to let the world st
large kuow of their success, prema-
turely selzed upon scveral gentlemen,
who through a faultily constructed con-
stitution, were absolutely independent
of the organization In whose interests
they were supposed to be working.
This was over two months ago. At
that time one of the supreme offfcers of
the league offered to furnish this paper
weekly with list= of the A. P. A. al-
ready in possession of the society. The
offer was refused. Not that this paper
was averse to fighting the A, P. A —
our editorial course for two years past
will answer that—but becaunse, ns was
explained to the ofMeer, publicly at the
time meant the nullification of the
league’s efforts at complete exposure,
The first intimation that they were be-
ing betrayed would put the A. P. A.
on their guard. Church Progress offered
when the work was satisfactorlly ac-
complished to share with the other
Catholle papers, Eoglish and German
alike, the publication of the lists either
through Its column: or In pamphlet
form, and devote the accruing profits
to the cause. The proposition did not
meet with the approval of the gentie-
men who have since been gullty of the
sin of “too previous publicity.” Se
they were obliged to seek comfort and
encouragemoent in guarters where inter-
ests other than purely Catholic, are
vigilently observed. The outcome ol
this **to> previous publicity” has vindi-
cated our position. With over 10,000
active, energetio Apaists in St. Louls,
not 2,000 have been brought forth to be
publicly pilioriea. There is no reason-
abie excuse why with ordinary esution

and perseverance the whole Inlguitous

brood should not have been brought to
light There may be a sort of satisfac-
tlon, exclusively fnanclal, in some
quarte re over the recent straggling st
tempts at publication. Bome good was
done; mlso a great deal of harm. In
pooent  people  were  Irremeodiably
wronged, but the wrong done ls pot
commensurate with the good left uo-
done—rendered Impossible of agcom-
plishment, by the deslro—Iimbeeile or
avarigious, or both—to rush Into print
Now that the league, entirely through
1té own shortelghtedness, fads Itselfl on
the eve of an election withoul ammuni-
tion to keop up the fight through is
o=gan, It eries W us for mercy bechuse
we have roed the shalts of ridloule
Into the bowals of (s lneom petenoy.

“We had no deslre w injure, but to
awikken them 0 o realization of the
causes that led to thelr Hl-success, And
our words have had effect. The league
has oried *'peccavinms” and eraved ab
solution. They can rest assumed that
the past will be overlooked Il they sd-
here o thelr present firm purpose of
amendment. We have no anger, no
jealousy. If we have refused to take
psrt In o Incompetent and inglorious
campaign, It was not to stand by and
daride the unvictorious, Under proper
asusploes the league will have our sup-
port.  Boefore [ lnception our cry was
for “parlsh organization” and the “still
hunt," a position that was attacked at
the time. We are on the same platform
still.  Jf the league wus unwise in the
selection of those who were to earry on
the propagands, it was their misfortune,
not ours. We understand & change has
come over the organization, The
cool-headed and the inteiligent have
rocognized the mistake of trusting to
individuals with axes to grind,. We
understand that anything savoring of
Lrresponsibility will be eliminated from
thelr methods:*that men of tact and
business capacity, of whom there are
many In the order, will be put in
charge. We wish thewm for the future
abundance of vigllance, abundance of
prudence, abundgnoe of success, But
shove all, an abounding reallzation of
the fact thut, when properly conducted,
thelr organization will find In Churech
Progress an enthusiastic and unselfish
advooate,”

It pleases us W publish this edlitorial
because it affords us an opportunity to
give our readers soome Roman Catholle
nuthority to sustaln tho charge muade
elsewhere that the church furnishes
thugs and thieves to asssult and rob
members of the A. P, A, [t pleases us
because 1t nlfords us an opportunity to
reproduce an editorial from a patriotic
paper published in the same clty on the
eame subjoet. The True Anmerican is
the name of the patriotie puper, and it
snys:

"“That Infernal conspiracy entered
into by St, Louls Ustholles, with the
full knowledge of the hlerarchy, and
endorsed by the organs of the Romish
chureh, to steal the books of the A, P.
A. counclls, and enter lodges by hypo
orlsy, lylng and perjury, has wrought
its own exposure. [t has not Injured,
but strengthened the A, P. A., and
made it thousands of friends among
those who were simply Ilndifferent be-
fore. This conspiracy has for the
vehlole of [ts operations a seoret, oath-
bound soclety called the Continental
League. Its purpose was to secure
Inftintion of its mewn bers into the A. P.
A. councils; to secure lists of membaors
by any means necossary, either bribary,
burglary or | ighway robbery. A priest
of this city, who Is also editor of &
Romish paper, claims that the first
named method has been employed In
ong or more instances. The records of
crime in the dally press tell the story
of the employment of the last two men-
tioned methods.

“This banditti of secret conspirators,
perjurors and thieves did not succeed
as It hoperl. Dissensions and quarrels
arose in its ranks over the division of
the spolls and other detalls.

THE ROMAN PAPACY.

The world still has 1o desl with the
papucy. It is not a dead quantity. It
Is not even on the deciine, It glves
every evidence of a great revival of Its
political power. Civillzation Is con-
fronted by perils, and as:alledj by con-
spiracies, which should bave passed
away two centurles sgo. On careful
inguiry it is found that the papacy is
the instigator of the one, and the de-
signer of the other, The pope exercises
a despotic Influence In America, In the
19th century, as he did in Eurcope In
the 10th. Papal institutions, and Prot-
estant civilization are incompatible and
irreconcilable: and they confront each
other s deadly foes. History is just
now engaged In repoating Itsell.

The best possible way to understand
the papsoy of our day, Is w0 study the
papacy of ather days. Our people shall
be prepared to deal with Romanism in
our country to the extent that they ure
brought to understand the ways of Ro-
manism in the countries of Europe. To
this end these articles are written. The
Roman papacy has always Impeded th
progress of the nations, and did {ts ut-
most to prevent the rise of civil and re-
liglous liberty; and was slways ready
to overthrow freecdom. The papacy has
always interfered in the administration
of the governments of the world, It
will continue to do s0, Many are the
lessons showing this, which are drawn
from the great Protestant Reformation,

«We shall do no more in this first arti-
cle than indicate some reflections upon
she change of anclent pagan Romanism
into papal Romanism. Pagan Roman-
ism was the most centrallzed despotism
with which the ancient world was fa-
miliar; papul Romuanism is the greatest,
und only universal, despotism the mod-
ern world has known. Papal Romanism
is only & change, and not a very greatly
improved pagan Romanism. The an-
cient world had to destroy pagan Ro
manism; the modern world must over-
throw the despotism of papal Roman-
lsm. Pagan Romanism threw the world
Into moral desolation: papal Romanism
isdoing the same,

The papacy, In its earliest childhood,
received from pagonism, those very
elements of pagan corruption, and sav-
age cruelties, which later developed
into the evil papal courts, and provided
the dungeons of the inquisit on. Papal
Rome became worse than pagan Rome
Pagan persecutions, at thelr worst,
were not more dinbolical than the pa-
pal persccutions of later centuries. The
papscy took the name, without the
heart, of christianity. That means that
papal Rome, Is pagan Rome, plus the
most stupendous hypoerisy and shame-
ful greed.

The elements of the papacy, stripped
of thelr distinctive affiliations, with
primitive christianity, come altogether
from pagan sources. In the 4th century
the papal religlon (wnough the name
pope, was not In vague) was largely a
transfered, but not & transformed, pa-
gan religlon, The gross practices of
paganism were already taken Into the
church. The heathen had beli=ved in
many God's, the church of Rome
thought to win the heathens by coming
near their beliel. and In this way there
rapldly came In, |mages, pletures,
relics, processlons, pllgrimages, bodily
injurles and penances, all in order to
conform to heathen fashion,

Ambition became Intrenched in the
papal-pagan church, The biskops of
Rome wanted power. By Roman Cath-
olic suthority it is quite evident, that
the local heads of the church at Rome
had no thought of supremacy over the
other bishops, up % this time. Con-
stantine had much to do in preparing
the way for papal assumption. After
his slgnal vietory near Rome, at the
Milvian Bridge, he assumed the emper-
orship of the west, and espoused the
cause of the church, A flood of heath-
en customs rolled in on the church,
Tke worship of Christ was united to
the worship of Apollo, the name of the
one, and the figure of the other being
placed on the Roman coins. In the be-
ginning of the 7th century, the] Em-
peror Phoeos conferred on Boniface 111,
who was bishop of Rome, the title of
universal bishop, and from this event
dates the real beginning of the papacy.
Then Gregory I, whose distinguishing
traits were enthusissm, ambition, and
ignorance, begun the claim of divine
suthorlty, defined s suceession from
Peter, and opened negotiations with
the neighboring princes, looking to his
temporal soverelgnty. By the10th cen-
tury the popes held large sections of
Europe, and subjected to military vas-
sals.

One of the best known Roman Catho-
lics in the United States, after & recent
visit to Rome, hus sald that the gov-
ernment of the churel ran alopg the
lines of ancient Roman { pagan) lmperial-
ism. Toe papucy vesentially despotic,
and sot against ull constitutional rights
and 1ibortes, both religious and politi-
cal. A pope may be o good man, but
the system which he must administer
Is evil, and pernlelous; and however
good he may be he is a4 menace and
thrent toeonstitutionalism throughout
the world., There may be a liberal,
and strictly loyal paety in the Roman
Catholle church In this, conntry, but
they are the subjects of & foreign des-
potism. The papacy, wherever it is
established, represonts a despotic con-
stituency in the government. This

idea should be boru lo miad through
